for some lime, and which will keep it closed for some time 
longer, arc annoying and expensive:, hut by no means a cause 
for discouragement in connect ioiijlwiih the project. 
The Con- 


nection of the Atlantic and Pacific/oceans by means of (his 
canal, one of the greatest engineering feats ever undertaken 
by any.nation, is one of vast importance to the whole civilized 
world. 
It means an immense advantage to the commerce.of 


.the nations, (o say nothing of its value to the United States in 
case the country was involved in war. 


'The banks of (he canal have been giving more or less trou- 


ble since the completion of the work, and the recent slides 
have given more serious trouble than those which preceded. 


. them. The canal is now closed to traffic until it can be cleared 


of (he obstruction, and how long this will take no one knows, 
definitely. All that is known is that the work of clearing the 
channel will be pushed with vigor, and the expectation is 
that vessels will be passing through the canal again within a 
few weeks. 


The importance of the channel as a waterway has already 


been demonstrated. A large volume of trallic has been flow- 
ing through i't, and since the last closing numerous vessels 
have arrived al each end with large cargoes of freight and large 
numbers of passengers. 
In view of the time it will take to 


open the canal, arrangements have been made to either send 
the vessels around or have them lay at anchor until the pas- 
sage \vayis opened, and to transfer the passengers across the 
isthmus by rail.
